a Shore again with Capt. Knowles, whom he appointed Governor of the Caftle for his Majeſty, and ſent a Garriſon along with 
him of five Lieutenants and 120 Men, and all the Boats of the Fleet to land them, and by Three o'Clock that 3 
Capt, Knowles entered the Fort with his Garriſon. The ſame Evening Capt. Knowles ſent and placed à Guard upon the 
Cuſtom - Houſe on the oppoſite -_ of the River Chagre, and Vice-Admiral Vernon went on Shore himſelf by Day- break the 
next Morning to give all neceſſary Orders, and found the Cuſtom- Houſe full of Goods for the Lading of the Galleons ſuch - 
as Guayaquil Cocoa, Jeſuits Bark, and Spaniſh Wool ; and gave immediate Orders for their being Ship'd off. The Number of 
Serons and Bags of the ſaid mentioned Goods amounted to 4300 ; That the two Gusrda Ce Sloops in the River (which were 
all the Guarda Cota that were left in thoſe Parts) were ſunk juſt above the Cuſtom-Houſe, Carpenters havi been ordered 
N ; cks and entirely deſtroy them, The Cuftom-Houſe being entirely cleared by Friday the 28th, was filled 
with combuſtible Matter of the Neighbouring Huts, and ſet on Fire that Evening, and it burnt with great Firceneſs all that 
Night. On the 29th in the Morning, the Braſs Cannon being embarked, which were 11 Guns and 11 Patereroes. and a good
